Governor Denies 
Charge He Dipped 
Info Slush Fund' 


NEW YORK (AP) — Gov. 
James A. Rhodes of Ohio denies 
charges by Life magazine that 
he “has been dipping into slush 
funds for years” to cover per­ 
sonal expenses with campaign 
contributions. 
Life said Sunday it studied 
Rhodes* finances while investi­ 
gating his recent decision to 
commute the life sentence of 
Thomas Licavoli, convicted of 
murder in 1934. 
Rhodes made Licavoli eligible 
for parole, which bas not been 
granted by the parole board. 
Life’s article by Denny Walsh 
said, “The fact that Rhodes has 
been dipping into slush funds for 
years without getting caught, 
suggests that he thought he 
could gej away just as easily 
with granting clemency to Lica­ 
voli.” 
The Republican governor, in a 
statement Sunday night, said 
the article was “ridden with in­ 
sinuations and irresponsible in­ 
nuendoes and contains informa­ 
tion which the author falsely re­ 
presents as fact.” 
“I 
d e n y 
categorically,” 
Rhodes said, “that I have, as 
governor of Ohio, received any 
money illegally or immorally, 
nor have I as a public offcial in 
Ohio before I was governor ever 
received money which could be 
construed as a bribe or which 
could be construed as a contri­ 
bution to a ‘slush fund.’ I defy 
anyone to prove the contrary 
Life said an investigation by 
the Internal Revenue Service of 
Rhodes^ campaign for state au­ 
ditor “found that Rhodes dipped 
into the campaign fund for a to­ 


tal of $88,982 from 1954 through 
1957. Of this amount, he report­ 
ed $18,982 as ‘gifts and gratui­ 
ties’ on his tax returns. He did 
not 
report 
the 
balance 
of 
$70,000.” 
Rhodes said the article cited 
no incidents that had occurred 
since his election and merely re­ 
peated campaign charges by 
ex-Gov. Michael V. DiSalle. 
In the Licavoli case, Life said 
Rhodes’s 
commutation 
state 
ment implied the mobster had 
an exemplary prison record and 
at 65 was a dying man. Howev­ 
er, Life said Licavoli’s prison 
record was “outrageously bad” 
and that he had told the mob he 
intended to resume his old 
northern Ohio territory upon his 
release from prison. 
Life said mob interests had 
offered $100,000 bribes to two 
public officials to free Licavoli, 
but both men rejected the of­ 
fers. 
Hie magazine quoted Rhodes 
as saying a special inquiry into 
the bribe rumors had turned up 
no evidence of any such offers. 
Life charged that Rhodes told 
the government he had har­ 
rowed $36,000 of the $70,000 from 
the campaign fund and the IRS 
allowed him to {Hit $36,000 in 
the bank in the campaign com­ 
mittee’s name, plus $3,000 in­ 
terest. Life said the matter of 
the remaining $34,000 was set­ 
tled with the IRS for $16,000.

Crash Kills Bolivian Chief; 
Sites-Salinas Takes Reins 


LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) - A 
former professor took the helm 
in Bolivia Sunday night, after 
the death of President 
Bene 
Barrientos in a helicopter crash. 
Vice President Luis Adolfo 
Siles-Salinas succeeded Barrien­ 
tos after military leaders gave 
him the backing of the Bolivian 
armed forces. 
However, the man with whom 
Barrientos shared tile reins of 
government for a time after the 
military coup in 1964, Gen. Al­ 
fredo Ovando, was not consult­ 
ed. Ovando, the chief of staff, 
was in Washington on a visit. 
What effect his return will have 
on Siles-Salinas' tenure was not 
certain. 
Ovando is the only announced 
candidate so far for president in 


the 1970 elections. The constitu­ 
tion barred Barrientos from an­ 
other term. 
The 49-year-old president was 
visiting farming communities in 
this land-locked South American 
country when his helicopter got 
tangled in high tension wires 
and crashed Sunday. An aide 
and the helicopter pilot also 
were killed. 
Barrientos felt he had a spe­ 
cial rapport with the peasants. 
Before he left on his tour, he 
told 
associates 
his 
political 
strength was in the hills, not in 
the cities. The rural population 
provided strong support when 
he won 62 per cent of the vote 
and was elected president in 
1966. 
A measure of that support 


was evident in 1967 when Ernes­ 
to “Che” Guevara came to Bo­ 
livia and tried to get support in 
the countryside for a Bolivian 
guerrilla movement. The peas­ 
ants did not respond, and Gue­ 
vara was trapped and killed. 
Barrientos, who was chief of 
the air force until the 1964 coup, 
had survived several assassina­ 
tion attempts during his politi­ 
cal career, including a bomb 
that went off under his bed 
when be was not home. 
As his running mate in the 
1966 elections, Barrientos chose 
Siles-Salinas, 45, one of the 
founders of the Social Demo­ 
cratic party but more of a uni­ 
versity professor than a politi­ 
cian.

Jackson spoke on the ABC 
program “Issues and Answers.’ 
The senator furnished the only 
explanation for the switches 
saying, “you might call it cost 
effectiveness.”

“It was 
a decision based on the best mil­ 
itary plan to handle this kind of 
problem.”

The uncertainty of what might 
happen next is certain to put 
new pressure on the 
already 
wobbly franc. France has never 
recovered from the economic 
blow of the six-week industrial 
shutdown last May and June 
and the 13 per cent wage hikes 
granted to get the workers back 
on the job. 
De Gaulle defiantly refused to 
devalue the franc during a cri­ 
sis last November. If labor 
unions call off their truce en­ 
forced during the referendum 
campaign and start agitating 
for new wage increases, the 
next president mavbe forced to 
re-assess the franc’s value. 
While the financial communi­ 
ty bulled with speculation about 
the franc, the political reaction 
in Washington and London was 
officially 
noncommittal. 
But 
there was a general feeling that 
without De Gaulle, France will 
slowlv improve relations with 
the United States and Britain. 
Diplomatic observers in Brus­ 
sels also forecast more French 
cooperation 
with 
the 
other 
members of the Common Mar­ 
ket and the North Atlantic Trea­ 
ty Organization and enhanced 
chances of Britain gaining entry 
into the European Economic 
Community. 
But government ministers in 
London felt it would be a long 
time before basic French policy 
changes. Some even felt De 
Gaulle might pull one of his 
Jack-in-the-box 
surmises 
and 
reappear as a candidate in the 
presidential elections. 
Other De Gaulle policies over 
which question marks now hov- 
er include the French embargo 
on arms to Israel. French-Ger­ 
man relations and the attitude 
of Paris toward Moscow. 
De Gaulle is the last of the 
great leaders of World War II to 
step out. A World War I veter­ 
an, he was a colonel when the 
second war broke out and rose 
to general before the German 
occupation of France. He re­ 
fused to recognize the collabora­ 
tionist Vichy regime, fled to 
London, and from there rallied 
the Free French Forces. His 
wartime battle with President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Win­ 
ston Churchill were legendary, 
but he kept his vanquished 
country ont of the major allies. 
De Gaulle headed the provi­ 
sional government in liberated 
France from 1944 to 1946, then 
quit for the first time and 
dropped out for 12 years. He re­ 
emerged 
as 
premier, 
called 
back in 1958 by an uprising of 
the military and right-wing set­ 
tlers in Algeria. 
The soldiers and settlers who 
called De Gaulle back did it be­ 
cause they thought he would 
keep Algeria French. But after 
he was elected president in De­ 
cember 1958, he crushed anoth­ 
er settlers’ revolt and a year 
later granted the colnnv inde­ 
pendence. France’s other Afri­ 
can colonies got the same free­ 
dom as De Gaulle entrenched 
his power at home.

If one is not an isolationist, 
one is free to believe that we

mobile 
r e t a l i a t o r y striking force 
capable of outlasting a first 
strike and then devastating the 
enemy. But if one is a neo­ 
isolationist and against arming 
to the teeth to “deter” 
an 
enemy, one should, in all logic, 
vote for an ABM system and 
see to it that it is brought to 
a pitch of near-perfeetion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen-j 
ate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield has endorsed the idea, 
of a Democratic National Con-1 
vention every two years as a 
way to put political issues into 
better focus.

McNamara 


Is Attacked 
By Admiral 


NEW YORK (AP) — Retired 
Adm. U.S. Grant Sharp says 
former Defense Secretary Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara “ arbitrarily 
and consistently discarded the 
advice of his military advisers” 
in his handling of the air cam­ 
paign against North Vietnam. 
Sharp, who commanded U.S. 
forces in tile Pacific from June 
1964 to July 1968, made the 
charge in an article in the May 
issue of the Reader’s Digest. 
Sharp said McNamara’s “bl­ 
ae- i sistence that we pursue the 
I campaign on a gradualist^ ba 
sis gave the enemy plenty of 
time to cope with our every 
move. He was, I submit, dead 
wrong.” 
The 63-year-old Naval officer 
said the air war could have eas­ 
ily disrupted North Vietnam’s 
economy and ability to fight, 
but that the United States con­ 
centrated instead upon trying to 
halt the infiltration of men and 
material. 
This 
was 
a 
mistake 
that 
“emasculated our war effort,” 
he wrote. 


Oregon, Robert Dole of Kansas 
and Henry Bellmon—all Repub­ 
lican freshmen who had been 
previously listed as uncommit­ 
ted. 
Meanwhile, several senators 
—Democrats and Republicans 
—say President Nixon bas told 
them he has no intention of 
compromising on the issue or 
delaying deployment of the sys­ 
tem. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., once thought a likely 
Nixon choice for secretary of 
defense, said Sunday he had 
talked to the President and “the 
White House is not entertaining 
any compromise.” 
Another Democrat, Sen. Har­ 
ry F. Byrd Jr. of Virginia, said 


he came away from a Nixon 
meeting Friday with “no indica­ 
tion of any backing away” by 
the President. 
“ My impression is that the 
White House is very firm and 
strong in favor of the course 
they have already recommend­ 
ed,” Byrd said in an interview. 
He added he has not made up 
his mind on the issue, 
Jackson, Safeguard supporter, 
said the ABM is ncessary be­ 
cause of Red China’s unpredic­ 
tability, but also because “ Rus­ 
sia is refurbishing Stalinism. ” 
Dr. John Foster, the Pentagon 
chief of research, also said Sun­ 
day there “is no question . . . 
that Safeguard will perform its 
mission. It will work.” 


Some 
Safeguard 
opponents, 
including several Republicans, 
have called on Nixon to delay 
deployment or otherwise come 
up with a compromise, or face 
likely defeat in the Senate. 
One Democratic critic also 
said he sees no value in a com­ 
promise*. Sen. J. W. Fulbright, 


D-Ark., 
said 
the 
Safeguard 
should be delayed or defeated so 
the United States and Soviet Un­ 
ion can get on with disarma­ 
ment talks. 
Fulbright, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, said Safeguard is “indic­ 
ative of our lack of interest in 
de-escalating the arms race. . . 
a symbol of our lack of concern 
and interest in disarmament.” 
Fulbright spoke on the CBS 
interview program “Face the 


Nation.” 
The issue isn’t expected on 
the Senate floor until mid-June, 
at the earliest. Nixon, however, 
reportedly wants first floor con­ 
sideration in the House where 
passage is considered likely.

Clyde King and Jim Davenport 
speak lavishly about the hitting 
exploits of Willie McCovey, but 
the towering slugger is content 
to speak softly while carrying 
his big bat 
“I don’t want to talk about it 
too much because FU probably 
go Into a slump,” he said after 
clobbering Houston over the 
head with two game-winning 
three-run homers Sunday as San 
Francisco swept tile Astros 4-2, 
and 8’ft 
But King, manager of the 
Giants, and infielder Davenport 
have done plenty of talking, 
praising the 6-foot-5 first base­ 
man as the top slugger in the 
National League. 
“I had an awesome fear of 
McCovey as a rival,” King add­ 
ed, “and now I have tremen­ 
dous respect for him as a slug­ 
ger and hitter.” 
McCovey certainly has been 
living up to that calling this sea­ 
son, leading the league with 
eight homers and 21 runs batted 
• in, 
McCovey’s big bat carried tile 
Giants into a tie for first place 
with Los Angeles in the NL 
West Division after the Dodgers 
dropped Atlanta out of a share 
of tile lead by routing the 
Braves 10-0 behind Don Sutton’s 
four-hitter. 
Cleon Jones raised his league 
leading average to .443 with five 
hits for six RBI, including a 
three-run homer in the ninth in­ 
ning that salvaged a 3-0 victory 
for the New York Mets over 
Chicago after the Cubs had won 
the opener 8-6. 
In other games, Philadelphia 
edged St. Louis 1-0 on Jerry 
Johnson’s four-hitter, Montreal 
dropped Pittsburgh 4-2 and San 
Diego swept Cincinnati 5-2 and 
10-9 in 13 innings. 
McCovey, 31-year-old slugger 
In his 10th big league season 
who has driven in 384 runs and 
hit 142 homers in the last four 
years after leading the league 
with 102 and 44 in 1963, capped a 
four-run seventh inning in the 
opener with 
his first shot, 
breaking a 5-5 deadlock. 


Houston had taken a 4»-o lead 
in that one on Hector Torres’ 
grand slam, but the Giants tied 
4-4 on Jack Hiatt’s three-run 
homer before Joe Morgan’s solo 
blast out the Astros in front 
again.

NEW YORK (AP) — Bayard 
Rustin, a Negro civil rights I 
leader, says educators should 
“ stop capitulating to the stupid 
demands of Negro students’’ 
and “ see that they get the reme- j 
dial training they need.”

world?” asked Rustin. who or-! 
ganized the civil rights march 
on Washington in 1963. “ In tile 
real world, no one gives a damn!

Columbus city and police offi­ 
cials will take their case to an­ 
other federal grand jury Tues­ 
day.

are Columbus policemen and 
four have been identified only 
as “prominent” area residents. 
The last federal grand jury, 
dismissed Dec. 22, heard num­ 
erous witnesses called to testify 
by the Justice Department’s Or­ 
ganized Crime and Racketeer­ 
ing Section.
